WINTERING BEES. 


The season for manipulation is now past, 
and except in extreme cases, the bees should 


not be disturbed until next March or April. 


Beekeepers should see that each stock has 
sufficient stores to carry it through the win- 


ter and early spring. ‘Thirty pounds of honey 
or syrup will be sufficient, although forty 


pounds would be better, and carry it along 
until early spring flowers provide nectar, and 


thus save the trouble of spring feeding.

PROBLEMS TO BE.- SOLVED. 


While :atisfied that the principle of com- 
plete dressings of nitrogen, phosphates and 
potash, applied 'to pastures has been vind:- 


production from grassland can be obtained, 
the British Ministry of Agriculture suggests 


in practice before the principle can be em- 
bodied in a system that is assured of com- 
plete success. 

The questions still at issue are, first of all, 
fencing and watering. While, it may be, the 
greatest output can be obtained only irom 
a scheme of six or seven paddocks of. such a 
size that the stock complete the rotation in 
monthly periods, the expense'involved in ew 
fences and the Jaying on of water is probably 
greater than the ordinary farmer cares fo 
face. But he need not be deterred from 
aiming at » aething less intensive. . Sime 
division of existing fields and water supplies, 
coupled perhaps with fewer dressings of 
nitrogen, would probably effect an appreci- 
able improvement. Indeed, the sectional 
dressing at intervals of the whole pasture 
with nitrogen after the usual phosphates and 
potash have been given is a rough and ready 
means of securing a measure of rotational 
grazing: 


Late Dressings. 

The second question is: “ How late in the 
year are applications of nitrogen profitable ?’’ 
Some of the experimenters are disposed to 
think that the earlier spring dressings give 
proportionately the greater returns, and that, 
later, when growth is well established and 
growing conditions become favourable, 
nitrogens may be omitted. Professor Staple- 
don maintains that the most productive 
winter and early spring keep is obtainable 
by dressing a meadow just after hay crop 
has been taken. The roots have then reached 
their greatest development and are in a posi- 
tion to make full use of increased supplies of 
plant food. ‘But so far as pastures are con- 
cerned, there must, of course, always be a 
big seasonal variation in this factor, and the 
final answer to our question as to the best 
time can only be given after several years’ 
trial. On a present judgment there is, how- 


ing about the end of September. 

The next is: ‘‘Are autumn or winter dress- 
ings likely to be worth the money in giving 
winter grass or an early bite?” To settle 
this, carefully controlled trials over a series 
of years are necessary. If grass can be 
obtained. “ out of season ”' for conversion into

Disposing of Dung. 


Then: “ What is t'e best way of dealing 
with the dung which accumulates on the 
feeding plots?” Chain harrows aie now 
made which spread the droppings efficiently, 
but, in a dry spell, the herbage is apt to re- 
main smeared and distasteful. It has been 
suggested that cows, for example, might be 
allowed to graze a plot for two-intervals 
and be turned on the adjoining unimproved 
land before returning -to feed. is, of 
course, would involve extra trouble and 
organisation, but it may be well worth while. 
The idea is more readily applicable with 
sheep; if the lower levels only are treated, 
mianurial residues will be transferred to the 
higher ground where sheep prefer to lie. 

The final point is ‘‘ In what proportion on 
a grass farm should you have rational grazing 
plots, reserve plots for grazing and hay land 
for winter Some figures are avail- 
able which throw some light on this question, 
but the experiments have not been continued 
long enough to warrant definite statements at 
present. Seasons, of course , vary, as well 
as pastures.

TREATING WHEAT SEED 
AGAINST SMUT. 


Although the area under wheat in this 
country 1s relatively small, it is, neverthe- 
less, of advantage to know that the new 
method of treating wheat seed against bunt 
is to dust with copper carbonate. The old 
way was to.treat it with a solution of copper 
sulphate or formalin, which meant that the 
seed had to ‘be moistened. The dusting 
with copper carbonate must be thoroughly 
and carefully done, and some farmers may 
prefer to ask: the seed merchant to do it. 
If it is done on the farm, the best method, 
perhaps, is te use a barrel, supported on a 
stand by an axle, consisting of an old piece 
of gas pipe, with its end turned into a 
handle. Fill about one-third of the barrel 
with seed, and put in enough copper car- 
bonate dust to cover the seed thoroughly 
(about 2 oz. per bushel), and mix by turn- 
ing the barrel from the crank handle. It is 
important that the dust should not be in- 
haled by the mixer, and on this account any 
method of ousting on the barn floor is ob- 
jectionable. Even the barrel method should 
be used out-of-doors, and the man working 
it should be careful to stand to windward.

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VALUE OF OUR FLOCKS AND : 
HERDS. , 

Less attention than they deserve has been 
given in this country to: the facts presented 
to the Agricultural Section: of the British 
Association by its Chairman, Dr. Gordon, in 
his paper on the Live Stock Industry and its 
Development.. As.our readers are aware, J)r. 
Gordon was the principal officer on the iec- 
nical staff of the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical: Instruction from its-ineention 
until, when ‘partition rendered inevitable the 
creation of a separate Department for 
Northern Ireland, that duty’ devolved upon 
him, and he became its secretary. His- know- 
ledge of the live stock industry of fhis 
country is thus exceptional,- perhaps uniqne, 
and the information he placed before the 
British Association, and the. conclusions he 
bases upon: it, are worthy of serious study. 
Figures published by our Department of: In- 
dustry and Commerce since Dr. Gordon’s 
paper received the commendations of his col. 
leagues*.go far to demonstrate his main 
thesis—applicable not only to Northern Ire- 
larid, with which he is primarily concerned, 
but to this country as a whole—that the 
future of agriculture lies with our live. stock 
and those animal products associated with 
them. 

A few of these figures will make this clear. 
The. total exports of the Free State for the 
half-year January to June, 1928, were valued 
at £19,587,302; of these’ £7,886,567 (forty per 
cent.) were live animals. The fraction of 
this export represented. by non-agricultural 
animals is negligible, now ‘that the theory 
advanced during the days of dual ownership, 
that horse-breeding’ is the luxury of -the 
wealthy, can no longer be seriously urged. 
To live animals let us add foodstuffs. of 
animal origin for the same period: these 
amount to £6,515,134. 
this total, but adding to it exports of wool, 
woollen manufacture and a portion of the 
parcels post export, a total would be reached 
of about fourteen and a half millions ster- 
ling. Thus, three-fourths of our exports for 
the first six months of this year are live stock 
and its by-products. | 


Our Increasing Possibilities. 

Dr. Gordon’s paper shows, however, that 
we are far from having reached the apex 
of our agricultural possibilities. “All over 
this island there are considerable potentiali- 
ties for expansion*in these industries. The 
average milk yield is steadily..rising in these 
islands, and many poultry’ farms show an 
increase of 50 per cent. in the egg vield. as 
compared ‘with the average, under 100 per 
annum, of a few years ago, In Ireland 4he 
milk recording associations,. North and 
South, are doing very good work in levelling 
up both the quantity of the milk vield and 
the .ratio of butter fat. The ¢ontrol of arg 
marketing in Ulster is a marked success, and 
both Free State eggs and “those from 
Northern Ireland are now looked at on the 
British. market “with a -friendly bias. But 
we have a good way to go. before our -milch 
cows outdistance those of the. Danes, and 
before our hens have ‘heen stirred up to 
display their fullest . efficiency—not to ‘say 
emulation of thejr foreign rivals! Then there 
is the growing demand’ of the British and 
Irish consumer for small joints, both beef 
and mutton. 

In the beof industry the increase is 
astonishing, the estimate of ‘‘ baby - beef” 
for the current year is forty times that of 
1900, when, however, the industrv was 
scarcely started, and seven times that of 
a decade ago. The apnarent denletion of our 
stocks and herds by-early killings does- not 
lead: to a corresponding diminution either of 
average weights or, as would’ naturally be 
assumed, to a reduction in the total number 
of our cattle. Exact figures regarding: early 
maturing stock .are available, which. show 


—— 


that in America the dam _ population © in- 
creased as the ages of.-slaughter were 
lowered. The number of Animals slauehteredd 


increased also. “This tbranCh of the live stock 
industry, besides, is not only an indisnens 
able safeguard neainst the. danger confront- 
ing home producers from ‘the best: of the 
imported. meat ?’; it. ‘enables. the farmer fo 
turn out a finished artic'e at a reduced cost 
of production, for which a Ingher price is 
obtainable.’”’

WELL-BRED CATTLE AT 
PORTUMNA. 


- During their , recent visit to Portumna, 
Princess Mary and Viscount Lascelles evineed 
a Special interest in the Aberdeen-Angus herd 
which has been established. on that part of 
Lord Lasceljes’ property since 1917. _A_ be- 
girming was. made by the purchase of three 
specialiy well-bred in-calf. cows at a sale, and 
shortiy afterwards in-call cows were. bought 
from Captain Greer, of the Curragh, and Mr. 
Williams, of Cooleower. A stock bull bred 


by Mr. Robb, of Lisnabreeny; was purchased, 
and thus all the best shew breeding in Ire- 
land was got together. New blood has been 


brought in with other stock bulls, especially 
Comet of. Milford, bred by Major Alexander, 
a bull that for some five years has consistently 
sired thoroughly good calves. For three years 
ranning his. bull calves averaged 72. cnineas, 
sold as, yearlings at the March R.D.S. Sales, 
and three years running a. calf of his won the 
Connaught Cup at this show for the .best 
yearling bred in Connaught, and sold for 
prices up to 170 guirieas, Last year, though 
passed -by the judges and given neither the 
cup nor a prize in his‘class, one of his calves 
sold at the auction for 20 guineas more than 
the winning bull, which, with other like in- 
cidents,, proves that this herd produces a type 
of bull that breeders especially like, and are 
willing to pay good prices for. 


A Valuable Stock Bull. 


The present stock bull is Burie of Cool- 
cower, bred by Mr. Williams. This bull is 
by that: @reat sire, Eclipse of Ballindalloch.

WHEAT CULTIVATION. ° 


SOME PRACTICAL HINTS. 


Writing on the cultivation of wheat, Mr. 
P. J. Clancy, Instructor in Agriculture for 
('o. Longford, says:— Winter wheat is most 
successful. im deep, free working seils;- and 
after. a manured crop, viz, potatoes. “The 
land should be ploughed fairly deep in order 
to secured a good seed-bed. If the soil ts: 
heavy - and retentive, a dressing of lime at 
from about 20 cwts..to 60 cwts. per statute 
acre will be found useful, or if the soil is 
ight and poor this may be replaced by about 
ó cwts. of basic slag. 

For autumn sowing, Yeoman and Queen 
Wilhelmina varieties will be found to be most 
suitable; especially where, the soil is rich and 
dry. In open soils and exposed situations 
Squarehead Master will do best. 


When to Sow, 


Any of those varieties should be sown 
from mid October to mid November. if. the 
best results are to. be obtained in the way of 
heavy yields. early ripening, good maturity, 
etc. ; 

Winter wheat sown after the end of No- 
vember may .not ripen satisfactorily; there 
fore it is safer to sow an early ripening 
variety such as Red: Marvel or Red Fife dur- 
ing March. Red‘ Marvel suits gomparatively 
heavy soils. Red Fife is more suited.to light 
soils. Both varieties give grain of good 


quality, but Fields are much-lighter than: in | 


the case of winter varieties. | 

Winter. varieties may. be .sown at, the rate 
of from 15 to 18 stones per statute dcre. 
After drilled potatoes, the land should be. 
cleaned from weeds, stalks, ete., the -grain 
broadcasted, and then ploughed into a depth 
of from 2 to á inchés. The land should then 
be lightly harrowed, and rolling must not be 
practised until the follow'ng~spring: 

If the crop looks delicate in spring a dreés- 
ing of about 1 cwt. sulphate of ammonia or 
nitrate of soda should~be* applied. The crop 
should. then be rolled and harrowed lightly in 
then. 

In order to prevent smut” the seed 
should be thoroughly. sprinkled. with a~solu- ! 
tion made by dissolving half a pound: of 
copper sulphate or bluestone in one gallon. of 
water. : 

In order te, prevent damage to the seed 
after sowing from birds, the seed should be 
treated with tar at the rate of 1 pint to every 
20 stones of wheat. This should “be done the 
day beiore sowing the seed.

Seed and Spraying. 


The potato, being a. highly . forced or 
manurially pampered plant, requires: frequent 
changes, and nothing beats change, of 
seed from a high-lying, relatively poor farm 
to a-rich lower-lying, regularly cropped farm. 
If the high-lying holding has been long in 
grass, so much the better. A great deal of 
the best seed is grown right after lea, and 
the growing tubers have the natural sod for 
nutriment.. That gives them clean, fresh, 
healthy skins., You can keep a variety going 
for an indefinite period if you are in a position 
to-sendyseed régolarly to the uplands for rest 
and ‘‘thang@e of-air.” You ean grow barley 
within the confines of one parish for nearly a 
life-time without deterioration, but, broadly 
speaking, other .farm, -seeds: are- -fond- -of 
changes GEE cán so 

Reference has been made to three sprayings, 
but on the good. of that one may have doubts. 
Two sprayings with the right materials are 
certainly effective, the first being designed to 
keep. the. foe from coming to-close quarters; 
and» the ‘second to attack ‘it at short range, 
should it be hovering’ abont.. To -neglect 
spraving in such a climate as that of low 
ground, Ireland especially, is foolish, .With 
reference to early tubers; I have often thought 
that the soil and-climate of Southern Ireland 
supplied the ideal.

| COMPARATIVE” VALUES. 


Potatoes are peculiarly adapted. for pig- 
feeding, but may in certain cirenmstances he 
fed to any kind of ‘farm:steek, —They abound 
in starch, and are, perhaps, ‘thé cheapest 
source of this constituent. On the other 
hand, the percentage of ‘water in their ¢om- 
position. is. very high, amounting to 75 per 
cent,, which brings the figure of their net 
energy value @own to 19 per cent. starch 
equivalent. It is the hich proportion of 
moisture which makes potatoes susceptible to 
the. ravages of -disease during storace;. and 
renders ptecarions the decision as to what 
is the best time to sell. . 

The extent to which potatoes should’ enter 


‘into the rations of farm stock is governed 


bv their market value. as- well as by the 
prices for cereals, and the value of the 
finished product. - A comparison ~ between 
potatoes and the cereals from the view- 
point of feeding value is shown in the fol- 
lowing table :— :

Making Balanced :Rations. - 

Similar remarks apply to potatoes as to. 
cereals in the importance of blending other 
constituents: in’ the ration, so as to have t 
properly. balanced. í , 
Potatoes are if anything more deficient in 
protein than the cereale, while their. watery 
eonsistency renders it impossible for the 
ammal to ingest the qnantity, necessary to 
provide sufficient met energy for maximum 
crowth. To overcome’ these defects a suif- 
able quantitv_of a special meal mixture must 
he emploved. This mixture should be richer 
in protein than ordinary mixtures, so as to 
balance that part of the ration supplied by 
the potatoes. For the best results the pre- 
portion. of potatoes Should not be. greater 
than 4Ibs.. potatoes. to lib. of concentrates. 
Suitable’ mixtures fulfilling the above “con: 
ditions are :— m 

(1) For sows and young: pigs. 

Two parts barley meal or: crushed oats. 
Four parts sharps. : 

One part linseed cake meal. 

One part fish meal. 

(2): For ‘store and>fattening pigs> d 
Three parts harley meal. 

Two parts sharps. 

One part linseed cake meal. 

Half part fish meal. '

COMPARISON WITH ROOTS. 


Experiments carried out in Northern Ire- 
land, according to the Journal of the 


Ministry of Agriculture, Belfast, indicate 


that :— 

(1) Heavier crops of silage can be grown 
from a mixture of oats, beans, vetches and 
peas in Northern Ireland than is usually the 
case in England, Yields of from 9 to 15 
tons of silage per acre have been obtained 
over a period of years. The yield per acre 
of silage is considerably less than the average 

ield of turnips or swedes. The crop is, 
conte more certain than roots, and wood 
crops have been obtained under conditions 

resulted in a EK: or partial 
failure of the root crop. e yield of dry 
matter per acre has always been considevably 
heavier from silage than from roots, even in 
a season when a 37 ton crop of roots was 
obtained. 

(2) A mixture consisting of 2 bushels of 


oats, 2 bushels of beans, 2 bushels of vetches, 


and 4 bushel of peas sown at the rate of 
from 5 to 64 bushels per acre has given 
excellent fesuits in Counties Antrim, Down 
and Tyrone. | 

(3) Good results have been obtained at 
Ballywalter with an autumn sown silage 
crop. The mixture was the same, except for 
the fact that the 4 bushel of peas was 
omitted. eke 

(4) The cost of growing an acre of silage 
is considerably less than in the case of roots. 
The cost per ton of silage is higher than the 
cost per ton of roots owing to the greater 
The cost of growing 
a.ton of dry matter as silage is, however, 
considerably less than in the case oí roots. 
Silage effects a very considerable saving in 
cultivation operations and in labour com- 
pated with roots. The cultivation: and har- 
vesting costs with silage are approximately 
half those of roots. On the other hand, 
the cost of seed.is five times as great. 

(5) The silage crop should be cut when 
the beans, peas and vetches are well formed 
in the pod and the oat grains still soft. No 
mioré should be cut than can be filled. into 
the silo the same day. It is not advisable to 
allow the crop to wilt on the field before 
filling into the silo. If the crop becomes 
‘laid it ‘should be cut as quickly as possible 
thereafter. 

(6) - The crop should come through the 


chaffer. in approximately 1-inch lengths. 
It is of the utmost importance that it 
should be packed firmly in the silo ; 
particular care should be . taken to 
secure tight packing round the outside. 
This can best be secured by de- 


tailing two men to tramp constantly whilst 
the silo is being filled. An interval of aday 
or two should be allowed between each filling 
in order to give the contents. of the silo a 
chance tó settle. | 

(7) The experimental work shows that if 
the above points are attended to silage can 
be produced which has a considerably higher 
feeding value than turnips or swedes. 'This 
extra feeding value can be utilised to reduce 
the consumption of cakes and meals. In the 
experiments under’ review 60 lb. of well-made 
silage has effectively replaced 72 Ib. of roots, 
6 1b. of hay and 2 |b. of balanced mixture of 
cakes.and meals for dairy cows. Such silage 
is, in spite of its higher cost of production 
per ton compared with roots, a more econo- 
mical proposition than roots. . 

(8) If, on the other hand, the crop is cut 
too immature, if it has been exposed to the 
weather for any time after cutting, or if the 
crop has been badly packed in the silo, silage 
of poor feeding quality results. Such silace 
is not an effective substitute for roots, al- 
though the cattle consuming such silage only 
eat approximately half the hay consumed by 
cattle receiving a corresponding quantity of 


roots... The experimental results show. in. the 


case of dairv cows that inferior milking results 
will ensue if any attempt is made to reduce the 
cake and meal in accordance with the indi- 
cated. feeding value of the silage. The feed- 
ing experiments with bullocks show that the 
feeding value of badly-made silace may he 
even inferior to that of an equivalent quar 
titv -of turnips or swedes. 7 
(9) In the case of well-made silage the 
fermentation in the silo is mainlv that of 
the lactic acid type, and the most favourable 
condition is tight packing, and, therefore, a 
comparative ahsence of air in the stlo. When 
the packing of the crop in the silo is done 
hadiy the presencs of air sets up a type of 
fermentation which is predominantly acetic 
and butyric.’ Such silage has a poor feeding 
value. possibly due to the inhibiting effect on 


the dicestive svstem of the comparatively 
large quantities of acids of the acetic acid 
type.

CORK HARBOUR AS AN 
AIR PORT. 


DEMAND FOR GOVERNMENT 
SURVEY 


Mr.. HAUGHTON moved :-e' That the 
Government be requested to have an aérial 
survey made of the Port of Cork and its 
environs, with the object of facilitating local 
enterprise in the extablishment of aeroplané 
and seaplane bases for commercial, passenger 
and mail services.” 

He said that a subject which called for 
immediate public attention was the provision 
of a commercial, passenger and mail sérvice 
All countries in the world seemed to vie 
with each other in stimulating and perfecting 
their air fleets; and, further, they were en- 
deavouring to have their respective countries 
adopted as international landing places. They 
were all delighted with the little that so 
far had been accomplished in Dublin, and 
with the outstanding events which the 
country would ever be proud of. The succeas- 
ful flight from Baldouwnel across the ocean 
with which the name of Colonel Fitemanrive 
would ever be associated was one of those 
events which would live in their minds. 

In the North of Ireland, Belfast-—-they re- 
cognised no border in this—was taking ste; s 
to organise air services from that city to 
Glasgow, Liverpool and other directions. In 
the South of Ireland nothing had been done 
with regard to a survey or the formation of 
aerodromes or a seaplane base or bases for 
flights over land. hey felt in rather a 
humiliating position. 

He spoke on behalf of several public Boards 
in the South of Ireland with whom he had 
been in communication. They really felt 
grieved inasmuch as if a seaplane, aeroplane 
or airship arrived at Cork Harbour it must 
proceed to Dublin for Customs purposes, That 
put them in a humiliating position in the 
South. It demanded the attention of the 
authorities, who should have the matter 
attended to at once. 

He submitted on behalf of the Southern 
community that no more valuable place for a 
seaplane base in the firet instance was ob. 
lainable in Great Britain or elsewhere than 
Cork Harbour. It. was 350 miles nearer to 
New York than Southampton. 


BETTER THAN SOUTHAMPTON. 


The British Admiralty Sailing Directjons 
stated that Curk Harbour was one of the

British Isles. It was most effectively shel- 
tered against all winds and sea, and ha

_ There was an object lesson, he added, of 
how admirably the harbour was adopted for 
seaplane purposes when two Americans were 
recently taken off an Atlantic liner upon its 
arrival and continued their journey in a sea- 
plane. There were several aeroplane bases in 
the neighbourhood of the port, and the 
British Government spent £350,000 in laying 
out one during the war. 

Elsewhere a groat dea] was being done, 
and the Executive should he urged to keep 
up to date. Colonel Russell had stated 
that no Jess than £14,000,000 worth of goods 
had passed between Croydon and Europe 
during 1927, which should give them an indi- 
cation of the immense. volume of air 
borne trads that was increasing. 

He hoped that the Government would 
ultimately see its way to set up a committee 
of experts on aviation.

The one hundred and. tenth: annual report 
of the Mendicity Institattion, submitted by 
Mr. H. FitzGerald-Campbell, Secretary, at 
the annual meeting held at 9 Usher's Island 
yesterday, stated that the number applying for 


assistance during 1027 showed an increase 
aver the previous two years. 
The total number of meals providéed— 


namely, breakfast and dinner—was 98,496, an 
increase of 9,736 over 1926. The meals sup- 
plied consisted of porridge and milk. bread, 
beef and mutton, potatoes and vegetables. 
During the past year 504 persons were sent 
to their homes or places or elsewhere. This 
branch of the Institution is ohe of the most 
interesting and important. It meets a per- 
petval and continually recurring want, not to 
be met by any other-instrumentality.  Dis- 
tressed persons of the better sort—teachers, 
rovernesses, artisans, foreigners and others of 
the industrial classes—are enabled to avail 
themselves of its aid. When no friend or 
acquaintance can be found to forward them, 
the Institution despatches them by land or 


| sea to their homes or destinations in Great 


Britain or Ireland. 

It has been the evstom for many vears to 
give a bountiful dinner to the poor on 
Christmas Day, and the usage was not de- 
parted from in 1927. Seven hundred and 
Afty persons, voung and old, were provided on 
that day with the nsnal meal of meat and 
pudding. The rooms were beautifully de:

result from a careful and dispassionate exami: 
nation of these problems by a committee of 
responsible representatives, who were pre- 
payed to undertake such examination in a 
non-partisan atmosphere. If he received an 
assurance from the deputy on behalf of those 
for whom he spoke that he and they wore 
prepared to co-operate in the work of such 
a committee in the spirit he had indicated, he 
would be prepared to neminate a committee 
with suitable terms of reference. 

Mr. DE VALERA-—I think wo can give 
you that asshranee at once. We are most 
anxious that the problem should be solved, 
and we believe that all parties should help in 
solving it, 


DISPENSARY APPOINTMENT. 

In reply to Mr. Sean Brady (F.¥., Dublin 
County), President CUSGRAVE said that the 
cficer recéntly appointed to No, 1 Dispensary, 
Dun Loaghnire, was the person recommended 
by the Selection Board.

MILITARY BRIGADE’S 
QUICK TURN-OUT. 


Vhe Portumna Technical Schools have 
narrowly escaped complete destruction by 
five. The buildings were é by the 
Sisters of Mercy about thirty years ago, 
but the schools are control by the 
Department of ‘Technical lnstruction. 
There were thirty resident pupils, who 
came from various parts of Ireland. 

At about 7.30 o'clock on Tuesday even- 
ing a tire was observed in the southern 
portion of the back wing, and the pupils 
at an Irish class in another portion of 
the building were warned. The instruc- 
tion building was found to be in flames. 
As soon as the alarm was given, the Civic 
Guards and the wney of Portumnua 
hurried to the school and gave all possible 
assistance. By eight o'clock the whole 
block in which the fire originated was 
invelved. A plentilyl supply of water 
was poured upon the buil tha from two 
wells in the neighbouring convent 
grounds, -but the flames spread rapidly 
towards the main building. Under Ser- 
peant King’s direction, men with hatchets 
and saws climbed upon the roof and suc- 
ceeded in isolating the main building 
from the burning section. 

In the meéantime the military fire 
brigade had been called by telephone 
from Athlone—a distance of about thirty 
miles—and within an hour and a half it 
arrived and gave valuable assistance. ‘Tho 
roof and ceiling of the main building by 
this time were ablaze, but the military 
brigade saved the buildi g It was 
fortunate that a southerly wind was blow. 
ing, as otherwise there could have been 
but little hope of saving the school 
premises. 

The portions that have been destroyed 


include the girls’ dormitories, the 
teachers’ rooms, the dining hall and 
pantry. The damage, estimated at about 


£2,000, is covered by insurance. 
+ GAUSE OF THE FIRE, 

It is clear that the fireswas accidental. 
A flue became ignited, and fragments of 
burning coal fell on, and set fire to. tho 
boarded floor. ' 

During the fire the people of the town 
took charge of the school pupils. 

The Sisters of Mercy had a very trying 
experience. Despite the cold they follower! 
anxiously the efforts of the fire briceade 
and volunteers to save the schools. ó 

The Roman Catholic Bishop of Clonfert 
arrived early yesterday, and, with Mon- 
signor Joyce, parish priest, inspected the 
damaged building. 

Monsignor Joyce, in an interview, stated 
that there was the greatest syinpathy with 
the nuns and with the school pupils. He 
added that until uch time as the class- 
rooms have been thoroughly restored tho 
technical classes will be condurted in the 
hospital buildings, which are in excellent 
a 

t will be remembered that during their 
recent stay at Portumna Prin¢ess Mary 
and Viscount Lascelles Visited the 
technical schools and were greatly im- 
pressed by tie excellent training of the 
girls in domestic economy, cake and butter- 
making. 

THE BRIGADE’S TURN-OUT. 

The military fire brigade from Custume 
Barracks, Athlone, deserves great credit 
for the promptitude of its turn-out. Three 
of its members were seated comfortably in 
the Shannon Cinema enjoying the film, 
“0 Ships,“ when suddenly the words 
“ Firemen, to Barracks,’’ flashed upon the 
screen. The three men jumped over chairs 
rushed to the door and sped along the 
road to Custume Barracks, whére the 
brigade was mobilised. The call had been 
received at eizht o'clock, and within a few 
minutes the brigade, with its modern 
equipment, ander Commandant Denis, was 
on its way to Portumna. Its members 
found the townsfolk and the Civie Guards 
at work, and Dr. Kelly, a local practi- 
tioner, in his shirt sleeves, giving yeoman 
service.

ONOWENEVER. 

Onowenever occurs to the mind as an 
equally piquant example, and as being 
even more pronouncedly what Lewis 
Garroll called a '“ portmanteau”’ word. 


We encounter him in the “ Uncommercial 
Traveller,’’ where he loves a lady and dis- 
cusses With her mother at vreat length the 
question of marriage. He and the lady 


could never come to a definite arrange- 
ment about the matter. “Oh no, we 
never,” he says, ruefully. How like 


Dickens to put such a confession into a 
man’s mouth and then use it to sum up 
the inan hiniselí ! 

Conscious, no doubt, of this ever-present 
risk of exceeding the bounds of proba- 
bility, which even a novelist must observe 


if he is to be successful, Dickens 
frequently introduces a quite common 
name, sedate and orthodox, and then 


exploits various tricks to give a turn of 
oddity to the character who bears it. There 
is Mrs. Harris, for instance, who seems 
ordinary and uninteresting enough until 
Sairey Gamp recounts how on one occasion 
she overheard Mr. Harris say that he 
“thought as ’ow Mrs. ’Arris’s ‘owls was 
organs.’ That is virtually}! we are told 
ubout Mrs. Harris, though we have the 
portrait of her dressed up for a ball which 
Sairey kept on her mantelpiece. Yet so 
illuminating is the brief glimpse vouch- 
sufed to us the we seem to know her per- 
fectly.

"The Den.” 


THE STUFF OF LIFE, 


Thus names and characters live so in- 
separably in the mind that the one recalls 
the other by a process ol involuntary 
association. Only a genius of the highest 
order ean create that effect, and it is 
doubtful if even Shakespeare brings it off 
with such invariable precision. It has 
been said that the mark of: the classic is 
its quotableness; it puts incomparably 
vreat wisdom into incomparably small, yet 
lucid and = tenacious, bulk. Here in 
Dickens we have no spoils of the philo- 
sophic chase brought home in preceptorial 
guise; but we have the very stuff of life 
flashed illuminatingly before us in a single 
word, which, when quoted, may convey a 
yreater infinitude of meaning than any 
yuotable phrase from the didactie classics, 

Dickens painted his characters, not as 
he saw them on the streets, but as these 
street models would appear if -perfected 
jn type, as in actuality they never are, or 
can be. His names, therefore, iniply not 
the real, which we can meet and study for 
ourselves, but the ideal, which we ean 
never meet except when genius brings the 
yeal to its logical conclusion. Thug im 
Dickens we have every quality of the 
classic, with the addition of an myenious 
and skilful artifice which 1s as entertam- 
ing as it is unique.

A Political ‘Parable. 


In the course of the notice of Mr. 
Lennox Robinson’s new play at the Abbey 
Theatre, writes a correspondent, your 
critic says: ‘‘ Perhaps, Mr. Robinson will 
say that there is politics in it, as he did 
of “The Whiteheaded Boy.’’ . Of course 
there is politics in “ The Far-Off Hills.” 
and plainly the critic is aware of the fact. 
Mr. Robinson said. of “ The Whiteheaded 
Boy” that it “is political from end to 
end, though I do not suppose that more 
than six people have recognised the fact. 
In the play you have a contriving, 
managing woman, symbolising the 
paternal or maternal State, attempting to 
regulate the lives of a group of people 
“for their own good.” From one his old 
friends are taken because they tell him 
unseemly stories and discuss the details of 
unsavoury crimés; another must practice 
scales on a piano that she hates; and a 
third must learn book-keeping for which 
she has no inclination. The political 
parallel is obvious! 

There is a political moral, too. The 
lives of people cannot be regulated in this 
way by parents, elder sisters, or States: 
inevitably there. is revolt, and great 
ingenuity is displayed in circumventing 
the rules of the governor. In the play the 
brain-power and energy which should have 
been given to study were given instead to 
the elaboration of schemes for ridding the 
household of the domineering sister. Thus 
is useful energy dissipated in political 
scheming and the plans of government 
frustrated. 


New Home For 2RN.

In less than a week now the 
studio of the Dublin Radio Service will 
be transferred from Denmark street to the 
reconstructed G.P.O.

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UNIVERSITY PHILO- 
SOPHICAL SOCIETY.

THE. OPENING MEETING. 

The opening meeting of the University 
Philosophical Society, which is announced for 
this evening, marks the beginning of the 74th 
session of the Society in its present form. 

At the end of the seventeenth century the 
first Dublin University Philosophical Society 
was founded by William Molyneux. This 
body AT “8 under the guidance of George 
Berkeley, the greatest of Irish metaphysi- 
cians, and held weekly meetings in Trinity 
College until it outgrew its academic habili- 


ments and expanded in 1731 into ‘‘ The 
Dublin Society for improving Husbandry, 
Manufacture and other useful Arts.’’ This 


Society was granted a Royal Charter in 1750, 
and became the famous Royal Dublin Society. 
In 1842 the Dublin University Philosophical 
Society was reconstituted for the purpose of 
mathematical and physical discussions. The 
scope of this Society was widened, and in 
1855 the University Philosophical Society, in 
its present form, was re-established. Since 
then many famous scholars have been Presi- 
dents of the University Philosophical Society. 
Haughton, Ingram, Abbot, Carmichael, 
Mahaffy, Ball, Dowden, Vincent Smith (the 
historian of India), Sir John Ross and Mr. 
Justice Moore all occupied the premier posi- 
tion in the Society. 
Since its reconstitution in 1853 the Society 
has flourished, and for two decades before 
the Great War it was by far the largest 
Society in College. During the war its 
activities were almost completely suspended, 
close on one thousand of its members having 
served with His Majesty’s forces. For some 
years the Society was in considerable financial 
difficulties; but many old ‘ Phil.” men will 
rejoice to hear that it has now “ turned the 
corner,” and has a large and enthusiastic 
membership. 
For to-night’s meeting the new President, 
the Rev. R. R. Hartford, who is a Scholar, 
First Class Moderator, and Large Gold 
Medallist in Philosophy, has chosen for his 
subject “ The Failure of Democracy.” The 
meeting will commence at 8.15.

October 24th, 


BORROW AND IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—As your correspondent, “ A Reader,” 
has apparently taken my remarks on George 
Borrow and the Irish language in the wrong 
light, 1 would like to inform him that I am 
not an Irish speaker, and have not the 
slightest ambition to become one. Since my 
children have begun learning Irish at school 
I am obliged to leave my home every evening 
and take to the streets, so as to avoid being 
bombarded by their questions in a language 
of which I am totally ignorant. thus it wall 
be readily understood that I am not in favour 
of components Irish. In . from 
‘‘Lavengro ” I merely stated what I thought 
to be an “interesting fact—that Irish was the 
first ‘‘foreign’’ language which Borrow 
mastered; and this, 1 think, cannot be 
denied. Of course, had I gone on “culling” 
from “ Lavengro,” as your correspondent 
suggests, there probably would have been no 
room left for the Dail report. 


By the way, the latter portion of “‘A 
Reader’s’’ letter may lead your readers to 
the conclusion that George Borrow was 


bitterly anti-Irish: He was nothing of the 
kind; for he had a deep-rooted affection for 
Ireland and the Irish people, his anti-Popery 
notwithstanding. As proof of this, I will 
now, with your permission, quote from 
Borrow’s ‘‘ Bible in Spain,” in which the 
author writes :— 
“My sojourn at Salamanca was rendered 
particularly pleasant ng the kind attentions 
and continued acts. of hospitality which | 
experienced from the inmates of the Irish 
College, to the rectur of which 1 bore a letter 
of recommendation from my kind and 
excellent friend, Mr. O'Shea, the celebrated 
suena “ wry It will Png before i 
rget these Irish, more especia!! eir head 
Dr. Gartland, a genuine scion vol the 
Hibernian tree, an accomplished scholar and 
a courteous and high-minded gentleman. 
‘Though fully aware who I was, he held out 
the hand of friendship to the wandering 
heretic missionary, although by so doing he 
exposed himself to the rancorous remarks of 
the narrow-minded native clergy, who, in 
their ugly shovel hats and long cloaks, glared 
at me askance as I passed by their whisper- 
ing groups beneath t iazzas of the Plaza. 
But when did the fear of consequences cause 
an lrishman to shrink from the exercise of 
the duties of hospitality? However attached 
to his religion—and who is so attached to 
the Remish ereed as the Irishman’?—I am 
convinced that not all the authority of the 
Pope or the cardinals. would induce him to 
close his doors on Luther himself, were that 
respectable personage at present alive and in 


need of f and refuge. 

‘Honour to Ireland and her ‘ hundred 
thousand welcomes!’ Her. fields have long 
been the greenest in the world, her daughters 
the fairest, her sons the bravest and most 
eloquent. May they never cease to be so!" 
Borrow's works are well worth reading, 
always providing that the reader is possessed 
of a broad mind; for he was a man who had 
extraordinary likes and dislikes.

UCH interest has been excited among 
; habitués of the Dublin Zoological 
Gardens by the effective manner in which 
the elephant Sandari has asserted herse|! 
in the doctoring of an ailment that had 
for some time been a serious puzzle to 
those in charge of her. 

During the past summer—ther sixteenth 
in these Gardens, where she has been such 
a general favourite—Sandari evidently 
suffered much 
of blood-poisoning, which showed itself in 
eruptions: breaking out in various part of 
the poor animal’s skin. This, in combina- 
tion with the fact that Sandari had de- 
veloped some delicacy in her feet—a 
trouble to which captive elephants are 
known to be liable, and which unfits them 
for the performance of some of their most 
important duties——made her general condi- 
tion a cause of great anxiety to the 
Council. 

The unascertained source of Sandari’s 
malady lay, however, in the interior of 
one of her tusks. Readers of zoological 
text-books, by the way, are frequently 
informed that the females of the Indian 
elephant, unlike those of the African 
species, possess no tusks; but, as 
Sandari’s case shows, it is wisest to accept 
such statements with a little mental re- 
serve. Sandari, at any rate, had long had 
a habit of rubbing one of her tusks—the 
leit one, to call it by a term that happens 
to be no longer appropriate—against the 
iron bars of the gate of her dwelling, and 
in so doing had worn away enough of the 
exterior to cause the continued rubbing to 
affect what is popularly called the nerve— 
in more learned language the “ pulp’’— 
of the tooth, with the result that septic 
poisoning set in, and the animal showed 
signs of suffering intense pain, from which 
the best doctoring could afford her, 
apparently, only temporary relief. 

At last the elephant herself decided to 
stand it no longer. She knew well enough 
where the germ of her illness lay. She 
kept that matter to herself, but one fine 
morning she was found to have dashed her 
head against the wall of her house, with 
such force as to break the offending tooth 
clean off! 

The whole cause of the trouble was now 
visible, and the proper treatment of the 
invalid became an easy matter. The 
sores from which Sandari had suffered— 
all due to the abscess in her tusk—are 
rapidly a ne Ó her general health 
is greatly improved, and even her feet 
show signs of getting better ; though it is, 
of course, not safe as yet to say that any 
connection exists between the trouble in 
these organs and the complaint so 
drastically cured by the patient’s own 
coup d’état. Sandari, at any rate, in 
curing herself of a quite serious ailment 
by the simple process of knocking off her 
tusk, has given a fresh proof that the 
wisdom so often attributed to her specics 
is something more than a mere myth.

On the resumed debate on the second read- 
ing of the Censorship of Publications Bill, 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that on this bill there appeared to be a 
general consensus of opinion that as far as 
possible the operations of it should be limited 
to offences against public morality of a sexual 
kind; but it was not at all clear that the 
lull contained any such provision, and they 
should remember in this regard that it was 
not the intention of anybody that counted buat 
the words of the bill. The bill dealt with 
publications which were of an indecent or 
obscene nature, and which offended against 
public morality. In the words of the bill, 
indecency was specifically defined, and it was 
Back clear on that wording that any pub- 
ication, whether a book, a reported speech or 
a newspaper which contained matter calcu- 
lated to corrupt or deprave in a sexual or 
any other way, came within the scope of the 
bill. 

The Minister for Justice had expressed his 
readiness, in deference to the suggestions 
made by deputies of all parties, to'meet that 
point in Committee by accepting amendments 
which were specifically designed to limit the 
scope of the bill to offences against -public 
morality of a sexual kind. Deputy Tierney 
raised the point that if there was to be a 
censorship of books it should be limited in 
the most stringent manner. With that he 
(Mr. Hogan) entirely agreed, for two reasons 
—firstly, because he believed that any censor- 
ship of books would only mean a double 
circylation of those books; and, secondly, 
because of their proximity to other countyTes 
it would be extremely difficult to get any- 
body in this country fit to censor books. For 
those two reasons, if there was to be a 
censorship of books, he entirely agreed that 
tt should be limited in the most stringent and 
specific way. ! 

“NICE LITTLE SUBTLETIES.'' 

Having said that, it was necessary to say 
that there were other forms of public morality 
apart from sexual morality. ‘J listened,’’ 
continued Mr. Hogan, “ to the debate very 
carefully. . We are all very virtuous, and

of ourselves, so to speak, we will re-

All those were questions of public morality, 
and as the bill stood at present all those 
questions came within the scope of it. He 
was quite clear that Thomas Murphy or Pat 
areky . who lived anywhere between 
Donegal and Cork, was not likely to be a 


yeader of Balzac or Aristophanes, even in 
translation; but unfortunately, Murphy was 
likely to read publications where | those 
moralities were expounded, and, unfor- 


tunately, he understood them and all their 
suggestions, innuendoes and implications. 

While he (Mr. Hogan) was anxious—and 
he was anxious—to limit the bill as much as 
possible, for. the reason that he thought a 
Censorship Bi should be limited as much as 
possible, he wanted to say that it was his 
seitied opinion that there had been more 
harm done during the last four or five years 
by the sort of moral poison he had mentioned 
than by all the pornography that had come 
from France or England. in the last one 
hundred years. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, said that the only person who ex- 
wessed strong opposition to the bill was 
ban Little, whose opinion was that the 
whole guestion was a police guestion, which 
could be dealt with by the ordinarv law. 

Mr. LITTLE (Fianna Fail, Waterford), 
intervening, said that he supported the 
principle of the bill, but he believed that 
there was a considerable amount of matter in 


‘the lines of Deputy Ruttledge.

| Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that 
the report on which the bill had been founded 
laid it down that prosecution was not the 
proper method of dealing with that class of 
literature, but that prevention was the proper 
method to be adopted, and that a censorship 
of publications was the onl way of effectively 
dealing with that class of literature. With 
that finding he was in complete agreement. 
He did not think. that a better compliment 
could be paid to any committee than that 
their recommendations should be adopted. 

He could not agree with the view that a 
censorship of books was dangerous and he 
could not agree with the Minister for Agri- 
culture that the works that would be reported 
to the Board would be those of Balzac and 
Avistophanes. It was not really foreign 
classics that they were dealing with in the 
bill. What they were dealing with were 
cheap editions of objectionable books, which, 
he believed, were doing considerable harm. 

Scientific medical books would not come 
within the operation of the pill, nor would 
advertisements in medical journals relating 
to the cure of venereal disease. Mr. Ruttledge 
had objected to the bill cn the same grounds 
as the Minister for gy hE sa of inter- 
pretation. He (Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney) still 
remained completely uncorfvinced. 

FIVE CENSORS QUITE ENOUGH. 

It was his intention to bring the wording 
of this section into line with the thought of 
the House, and also into line with the mode 
of expression more familiar to the ordinary 
man in the street. This bill dealt solely with 
sexual morality and sexual perversion. It 
had been said that the Board of Censors 
would not be a beard of lawyers, and they 
might bag an interpretation upon it. which 
would be wider than, was intended. He -was 
not afraid of that, because if the members 
of the Board of Censors, being Jaymen, found 
themselves in difficulty as regards interpreta- 
tion they would seek Jegal advice. As far as 
he was concerned, if the wording of that 
section was difficult and complicated, he was 
ready to accept an amendment which would 
show to laymen what the bill was intended 
to apply. 

Referring to Deputy Ruttledge’s suggestion 
that the Board should consist of nine instead 
of five members, the Minister said that that 
was really a matter of detail. The question 
that they had to consider was whether five 
or nine satisfactory persons could be more 
easily found. Personally, he was still of 
Opinion that five was a better number than 
nine. . The argument on ‘which Deputy 
Ruttledge based his adherence to the principle 
of nine wes an argument that did not appeal 
to him at all. It was an argument 
that if they had nine they would have a 
better chance of having different religions 
and classes and interests represented. The 
work which the Board of Censors would have 


to do would not be better done by men 
chosen because they represented different 
opinions. 


““ After all,” said the Minister, “ the real 
interest of the whole country in this matter 
is one. I cannot hold that when you are 
checking indecency or immorality in books, 
papers or. pictures, one section in this 
country is more interested than any other.”’ 

What they wanted was five men who would 
give a considerable amount. of time_to the 
work—men chosen because they were level- 
headed and capable judges. Deputy de Valera, 
in a petulant speech. followed entirely cm 
He would 
make no further allusions to that speech than 
to say that if Deputy de Valera wished to 
put forward amendments to the bill he would 
be more likely to -have his amendments 
accepted if they did net come in the very 
supercilious manner in which he made his 
suggestion the other night. 

A REMNANT OF LIBERTY. 

With regard to the suggestions of Deputies 
Brady and Flinn for the extension of the bill, 
it would not be possible to prohibit the 
keeping of books by private individuals or 
lenders of books. 

One thing. emerged from the debate, and 
that was the recognition by the House that 
this was an important and difficult questicn. 
and that it was a question that could not he 
shirked in the present circumstances of the 
country. The object was to produce a bill 
which, while not going too far, would gu far 
Man to check this very real and admitted 
evil. 

There had been no real demand for an extra- 
vagant censorship such as had been suggested 
in various newspapers. It must be plain to 
everybody who read the debates that there 
had been no demand from any part of the 
House for anvthing except a reasonable and 
sensible censorship. He would ask the House 
to pass the Second Reading of the bill as a 
hill calculated, not to oppress any section of 
this community, but a bill calculated to take 
away from the young and inexperienced 
readers of this country a temptation which 
might Jead them to their ruin. 

The Second Reading was passed. and the 
Committee Stage was fixed for November 
21st, the Minister stating that it had been 
represented that time was required for the 
preparation of amendments.

ANOTHER BARRIER BETWEEN 


NORTH AND SOUTH. 


Mr. P. J. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) re- 
sumed the debate on the Second Reading of 
the Legal Practitioners (Qualifications) Bill, 
1928, introduced by Mr. CONLON (Govern- 
ment, Roscommon) last week. 

He said that everybody recognised the diff-, 
culty of conserving the best brains of the 
country, and the more the Irish-Ireland point 
of view persisted and the more it was pressed 
forward. the more they would succeed in 
getting the best brains of the country to be 
satisfied with remaining here. : There must 
be a certain amount. of compulsion, and, pro- 
vided it had the good sense of the public 
behind it, everybody «must assent to it. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin N.) said 
that it was a negation of commonsense to 
introduce a bill of this sort without con- 
sultation with the benchers or the Incor- 
porated Law Society. One would have 
thought that two great bodies like those, 
which had rendered great services to the 
nation, would at least have been entitled to

the legal profession. According to Deputy 
Anthony, the reason the legal profession was 
selected for victimisation was that there was 
no sympathy with the profession. . Neither 
the Incorporated Law Society nor the 
Benchers of the King’s Inns had been con- 
sulted before the bill was. introduced. Was 
that going to make compulsory Irish popular? 
(Laughter. ) 

When Deputy Conlon was introducing the 
bill he (Mr. Wolfe) was reminded that forty 
years ago he was sitting for his preliminary 
examination, and now at the end of forty 
years he could only recall two occasions on 
which he met persons who: could not con- 
verse freely in English, and these two had 
passed to their immortal reward. (Laughter.) 
Out of the population of 39,000 in the County 
of Cork there were only 271 persons who 
could not speak freely in English. 

MORAL COURAGE. 

Deputy Anthony had alluded to the lack of 
moral courage in the country, and the vote 
to be taken on the ‘bill would be 
for or against moral courage. There 
never before was a time when there were 
more people who would tell in private 
what they were afraid to say in public. A 
more autocratic measure than this bill had 
never been introduced there. The effect of 
it would be to send their young men else- 
where, and to ruin the Free State’s law 
schools, which at present were not as well 
filled as they would wish. The authorities 
had done their best to keep their law schools 
going, and how came this final blow, which 
would for ever smash them. 

He had another reason for opposing the 
bill. He was now, as he always had been, 
in favour of a united Ireland, with God’s 
own boundary from Cape Clear to Malin 
Head. They were asked by the bill to put 
up a barrier between North and South which, 
he assured the House, would be far easier to 
erect than ever it would be to take down. 

Mr. B. O’CONNOR (Govt., Dublin 
County), in supporting the hill, said that 
Deputy Conlon deserved the thanks not only 
of the Dail, but of all Gaelic Ireland, for 
having brought the measure forward. 

Mr. FRANK CARNEY (F.F., Donegal) 
said that it was not a question of erecting 
barriers, but of keeping the young men of 
the country at home, and preventing the 
complete exodus of the population in certain 
districts. There was an “ ascendancy crowd’’ 
in this country who were absolutely opposed 
to anything Irish. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government, said that they all agreed that 
Deputy Jasper Wolfe showed great moral 
courage, but he would suggest to him and to 
others who might associate with him that it 
was a sign that they knew nothing of the 
spirit of this nation or its people. They were 
blind to the forces which invigorated the 
people in the trials of the last few years. It 
was his opinion that the national self-respect 
and dignity, and, in the end, national 
efficiency, demanded that they be true to the 
bond which they had enshrined in the Con- 
stitution—that Irish was the national 
language, and that they were going to make 
it the official language as effectively as 
English. They could not afford to have any 
profession in the country, for the sake of 
that profession, turning its back on the Irish 
language.

EDUCATION PROBLEMS. 


— -->- -—- 
UNSANITARY SCHOOLS IN 
THE COUNTRY 


The vote for £58,012 to complete the sum 
necessary to defray the expenses of the 
Ministry of Education, which was placed 
before the House in June last and then 
adjourned, was resumed. 

Mr. J. T. O’CONNELL (Labour, Mayo), 
referring to the statement made by Mr. J. J. 
Byrne, that the standard of education 
reached in primary schools was fifty years 
behind England and one hundred years 
behind the Continental standard, said that 
that deputy should have given some proof of. 
his statement. He contended that the 
standard reached in the Free State schools 
compared véry favourably with that reached 
in other countries where the conditions were 
much more favourable. He was afraid there 
was more behind this talk of the inferior 
standard of Irish education than what 
appeared on the surface. In his opinion it 
was an attempt to decry their present system 
because they were giving too much attention 
to the national language. 

The one black spot in their educational 
svstem at the present time was the condition 
of the buildings in which education was being 
carried on. He was waiting anxiously to 
know what plans the Minister had in view 
to remedy this state of affairs, which was bad 
for the education of the children and had for 
their health, He asked how the Minister 
was going to overtake the arrears in the 
building programme. He suggested that the 
Minister was not tackling the problem as it 
should be tackled. 

A LABOUR SOLUTION. 

His (Mr. O’Connell’s) solution of the 
problem of building and maintenance of 
schools was that the entire cost should be 
provided out of State funds. It had been 
suggested in answer to that suggestion that, 
if the whole of the money was provided by 
the State, then, of necessity, the building 
must be vested in the State, and not in 
local trustees. There was no such necessity, 
he said, and he quoted a resolution of: Roman 
Catholic clerical managers, passed in 1927, re- 
questing that all the money for school build- 
ings should be provided by the State. Mr. 
O'Connell also referred to the need for better 
sanitation, and for proper heating arrange- 
ments for schools, 


INFORMATION WANTED. 

With regard to the training of teachers, he 
asked for the proposals of the Minister. The 
country demanded that teachers would have 
the highest possible qualifications, and they 
should have the benefit of University educa- 
tion. To that end county councils should 
have authority to set aside scholarships, and 
he hoped that the Minister would make it 
clear that they had power to do so. 

He also sought information as to the pro- 
posals for post-primary education, continua- 
tion schools, a, matter, in which they were far 
behind other countries, though it was of the 
greatest importance. He also hoped that the 
Minister would deal with the pensions question. 
Teachers in convents and monastery schools 
though giving the same service and doing the 
same work as their colleagues in other schools, 
were not pensionable. That was a remark- 
able commentary on the education system of 
the Free State, for one oí the first things 
done by tlie Northern Parliament was to 
remove that anomaly. The Minister should 
also deal with the old pensioned teachers, 
who, after 30 years’ service, retired on £1 a 
week. 

Mr. FRANK FAHY (F.F., Galway), speak- 
ing in Irish, said that he fully agreed with 
Deputy O'Connell, and Feis that proper 
pensions should be given to old teachers, who 
had retired many years ago upon very small 
allowances. He did not think that the country 
was getting value íor the money that wae 
being spent on primary education; and: he 
knew that in country places children were 
being sent to school only to get them out of 
the way of their mothers at home.

In his inaugural address at the opening 
of the new term at the University College 
of Wales .at Aberystwyth last night, Mr. 
Baldwin said that it is not unnatural that 
scientists and scholars should contrast 
with pride what they have done with what 
statesmen and ‘social workers have failed 
to do. “I think, possibly,’’. he added, 
“that scientists and scholars show an 
imperfect appreciation of the fact that the 
methods of the physical laboratory are 
not the’ methods you can apply in dealing 
with human nature. When you turn from 
physical science to the science of dealing 
with mankind you find a great. contrast. 

“Tf. we politicians are so ignorant, 


may we not say that the scientific 
man is sometimes a little vague . and 
sometimes a little © contradictory? 
(Laughter ‘and cheers.) But it is 


with man we have to deal, and not with 
machines, abstractions, or what is called 
the economic man. We have to deal with 
men swayed by passions, good and bad, 
and by ignorance, and ignorance played 
upon. I do not believe there exists the 
most austere scholar who has not felt 
sometimes inside him the rumblings of 
those elemental feelings and impulses 
which in mankind grow into love and 
religion or hatred and war. Those are 
the forces with which your politicians 
to deal.”’ . .

There was not, the bishop went on to 
say, a single man or woman in Ireland 
who would justify such pubhcations ;

But they were very much 
inclined to leave the punishment of those 
who circulated such publications to the 
ordinary law, like the law of libel. 


BAD LITERATURE. 

He saw an extraordinary statement 
made by a very good man in yesterday's 
lrish Times that there could be no objec- 
tion to censorship when they had the law 
of libel. . But, said the bishop, there is 
no censorship over.libel. The question 
was: Is it Wise to set up such a tribunal 
as that proposed in the bill? There was 
no difference of opinion among Christian 


people as. to the ned of dis- 
couraging bad literature. They had 
great’ sympathy. with those who were 


trying in difficult circumstances to stand 
for Christ; but they did think—many of 
them—that “there: was’ great danger in 
going beyond that in circumscribing 
legitimate liberty. 7 | 

They understood perfectly well the good 
intentions of the Government-; but many 


needed in the Censorship Bill as now 
introduced. . Leaders of their Christian 
bodiés who occupied a more influential 
position than he did—men- who were not 
fanatics, but wise leaders—had asked the 
Government to be very careful in what 
they are about to do, lest bye-and-bye 
what was a well-meant attempt to stop 
the circulation of filth should. have the 
effect of circumscribing freedom of 
thought. '

FOREIGN CLASSICS: NOT 
‘TO BE BANNED. 
MC 5 APY

Dail Eireann yesterday agreed; without 
a division, to the second reading of the 
Censorship. of Publications Bill. Over a 
score of speeches, mostly critical of the 
bill’s proposals, were made during previous 
stages of the debates, but when the 
Speaker put the.second reading to the 
House not even one deputy elected to vote 
against it. | 

It was expected that yesterday’s resumed 
debate would last well into the sitting, 


the Minister r Agriculture and the 
Minister for Justice, the bill’s sporisor, 
rose to speak. as | a 

Mr. Hogan s contribution to the debate 
was pithy and brief, and one felt that he 
made it chiefly to upset, the equanimity of 
the -critics on the ‘Fianna Fail benches. 
He said that, if there was to be a censor- 
ship of books at all, it ought to be as 
limited as possible. Tom Murphy, ‘any- 
where in the country, did not read Balzac ; 
but he read things which, emanated from 
other quarters—suggestions and innuen- 
does—which had done more harm during 
the last few years than all the porno- 
graphic: literature from France could do 
in a hundred years. | 

There were angry murmurings from the 
Opposition, but none attempted to reply 
to the Minister’s charges. 


FOREIGN CLASSICS. 

At the outset Mr. FitzGerald-Kenacy, 
Minister for Justice, declared that, while 
there might be a great ideal in Balzac 
that was: objectionable, he did not agree 
that “he and writers of his kind will ‘be 
reported to the Board of Oensers.”’ 
Balzac was not read in this country at 
all, and the censorship of his novels would 
not be necessary. 

“We are not dealing with foreign classics 
in this bill... We .are dealing with cheap 
editions of objectionable books which are 
doing ‘considerable harm,” the Minister 
added. bias ' 3 

At this staze Mr. Cooney (F.F., Dublin 
North) and the Minister.exchanged little 
pleasantries. “ What about the wealthy 
class?

Many deputies 
have signified their intention of moving 
amendments, and the Minister has given 
to them nearly a month to prepare amend- 
ments. Jt may be remarked, to show how 
interest in the bill has flagged, that during 
the greater part of the Minister 's closing 
speech there were no more than thirty- 
| five deputies in the House, 


ECONOMIC COMMISSION. 

An important decision given by Presi- 
dent Cosgrave at question time should not, 
be'obscured by the debate on the Censor- 
ship Bill, and the second reading of the 
Housing Bill, which occupied the greater 
part of the sitting. At question time Mr. 
Cosgrave, replying to Mr. de Valera, de- 
clared that he was willing to set up a 
Commission representing.all parties te in- 
quire into the economic position of the 
country with a view to finding a solution 
of the unemployment problem, but on 
certain conditions. ia i 

The Commission would have fo carry out 
its work in a non-partisan way, for in- 
stance. This undertaking was quickly 
given by the Fianna Fail leader, who said 
that his party was as anxious as any other 
in the House to find a remedy for un- 
employment. “ 

The Heusing Bill debate. gave to Mr, 
Sean T. O'Kelly (Fianna Fail) an oppor- 
tunity to denounce the Government's 
housing policy. There were, he asserted, 
as many. people iiving: in one-room tene- 
ments in Dublin to-day as when the 
Government took up office. How to deal 
with the problem Mr. Q’Kelly did not say. 
The Government, in his view, ought. to be 
able to devise a scheme to deal with the 
housing problem in a big way. | 

Mr: John: Good (Independent, Dublin 
County) followed. in a severely critical 
speech. The housing of the people was 
a first essential ; but the Government had 
} tackled the job in: the wrong way. :: ‘Fhe 
Government should adopt the - policy of 
giving subsidies for the building of small 
houses for ‘which the people could afford 
to pay. He “was not satisfied that the. 
money, set apart for housing. had been 
spent wisely, or that the Government had 
shown any real desire to heip the slum- 
dweller, although the well-to-do artisan 
had benefited considerably. 

To Mr. Good’s view Mr. R. Corish 
(Labour) was strongly opposed. Tf houses 
were to be. built, they ought to be decent-. 
sized houses where a man, his wife and 

family would have room to live. 

Mr. A. ‘Byrne (Independent, Dublin 

North) asked the Government to subsidise | 
the building of small houses for the very 

poor. He drew a gloomy picture of hous- 

ing conditions in Dublin to-day, and told 

of a family of twelve who are living in a 

single room basement, for which they pay 

a rent of 7s. 6d. a week. “Tí I could get 

a two or threeroomed house’ for that 

family,” he said, “I should be well 

satisfied.’’ 


STATE BRICKYARDS? 


Further speeches in the same critica! 
vein followed. Mr. Lemass (Fianna Fail) 
said that there must be some change in 
Government policy to meet housing de- 
mands, while Mr. Anthony (Labour) con- 
tended that housing conditions were a 
greater menace to the community than the 
tons of evil literature which were being im- 
ported. .Mr. Coburn (N.L.) wanted the 
Government to establish brickyards, and 
Mr. Colahan (Labour) called upon the 
Government to introduce a better bill. 

“This bill is a condemnation of both 
the master builders and operatives in the 
building trade,” “said President Cosgrave 
in his reply. “ Most of the speakers want 
us to shovel ont money which the country 
cannot. afíford, and,’’, he. added, “'the 
country is not rich enough to solve the 
problem at that price.” ; ig :

From OUR CoRRESPONDENT. 


BELVAST, Wednesday. 
In the Parliament of Northern Ireland to- 
day, Sir Dawson Bates, Minister of Home 
Affairs, presented the Representation of the 
People Bill, which proposes to assimilate the 


franchise for men and women in Parlia- 
ager and Local Government elections. 
The’ bill was read a first time. 


The Minister of Commerce (Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour) moved a money resolution to amend 
the Loans Guarantee Acts by increasing from 
£10,500,000 to £11,500,000 the limit. of. the 
aggregate capital amount of loans which mmy 
be guaranteed by the Ministry of Finance. 
The resolution also extended the time for 
such guarantees*to March, 1933... He said 
that, unless extended by further Jegislation, 
the Loans Guarantee Acts would automatically 
come to an end in March next. It had been 
the Government's intention to leave the ques- 
tion of extending legislation in abeyance until 
next spring, but the activities of the 
Ministry in this connection during the last 
few months had so reduced the margin that 
the Government had decided to seek further 


powers. Guarantees had been issued, or 
were. about to be issued, aggregating 
£9,680,657, leaving a margin of £700,000 


for further undertakings. It was proposed to 
increase this existing margin by a further 
million pounds. | 

The actual outstanding liability of the 
State in respect of the guarantees which had 
been issued was £8,6352,520. It was en- 
couraging to know that orders had been 
secured in the course of last year by the 


Belfast shipyards without recourse being 
had to these Government facilities: but 
this form of assistance had been of 


— service to the reconstructed firm of 
Messrs. Workman and Clark, in enabling them 
to secure certain large contracts, :which had 
received Press notice during the last month. 
The Government was not without hópe that 
by means of these facilities further important 
orders would be secured in the near fatere, 
and it considered the continuanée of the Act: 
fully justified. 
A PLEA FOR FARMERS. “ 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist) said that he 
did not object to shipbuilders and. biscuit 
manufacturers getting loans guaranteéd,: if it 
was in the public interest, but he suggested 
that the farmers should. get equal facilities. 
Eleven and a half million voles were being 
Deby poate principally for industries in Bel- 
ast. 

Mr. Grant (Unionist Labour) said that it 
was in the interest of all t »ple in 
Northern Ireland that the shipyards: im Bel- 
fast should be helped to secure orders. The 
wages of shipyard men in Belfast did not go 
into stockings, like the money of some agri- 
culturists. pte dings 

Mr. F. O'Neill (Nationalist) said that he 
would like to know the limit they proposed 
to guarantee under these Acts. He also con- 
sidered that the period of each guarantee 
should be much shorter than it is. The largest 
guaranteed loan—for one-and-ahalf millicm 
—was for twenty years. They -hould not 
pledge the credit of the State so long ahead. 

The Minister of Finance said that Paplia- 
ment itself fixed the time limit of the total 
amount of the guarantees, and that was what 
they were doing under the resolution. There 
were quite a number of industries in the 
six counties which received guarantees. 
Farmers were dealt with by other legislative 
machinery, on terms much more generous 
than those given to any other section of the 
community, because they were the favoured 
children of the community. 

The Prime Minister, replying fo Mr. 
Beattie, said that it would be a ridiculous 
proposition to ask that a member of the 
Northern Cabinet should be placed on the 
board of any firm desiring té have a loan 
guaranteed. If that were insisted upon, not 
a single order would have reached their shin- 
yards under this guarantee scheme. The 
present arrangement was working admirably, 


and through it thousands of men who were | 


walking the streets had been re-absorbed into 
industry. 

The resolution was carried. 

POOR RELIEF BILL. 

On the resumed Committee stage of the 
Poor Relief Bill, Mr. Crawford (Unionist) 
asked—If persons who owned, say, three 
acres, or more than the quarter acre stipu- 
lated in the bill, were in distress, would they 
be allowed outdoor relief ? 

Sir Dawson Bates agreed that a quarter 
acre was too low a minimum, and said that 
it might be altered.as a result of the Royal 
Commission dealing with rating in Great 
Britain. Where, however, exceptional distress 
was proved relief would be given. 

Mr. Healy (Nationalist) contended that the 
county should be the area of charge. 

Mrs. Walker asked if relef would - be 
granted in isolated cases, and the Minister 
replied that obviously they could not deal 
with isolated cases in a district. The bill 
was only intended to deal with exceptionai 
distress in an entire district. 

The Committee stage was passed without 
amendment. 

RENT RESTRICTION, 

On the Committee stage of the Rent and 
Mortgage Interest (restrictions) Bill Mr. 
Kyle (Labour) moved an amendment pro- 
viding that houses up to £26 valuation should 
not be decontrolled until such time as a “sufh- 
cient number of houses was available for the 
working-classes, instead of being decontrolled 
in 1933, as fixed by the bill. te was satis- 
fied that there would not be sufficient houses 
built by 1933 to meet the needs. of the poole.

The accused tendered his resignation, 
and it was accepted. He was, however, kept
